AMERICA, Message of tlle President, to 
the Senate, and House of Representatives, 
of the United States of America. Dec. 3, 
1805. 

At a moment when the nations of Eu- 
rope, are in commotion and arming against 
each other, when those with whom we have 
prineipal intercourse are engaged in the ge- 
neral contest, and when the countenance of 
some of them towards our peaceable coun- 
try threatens that evei that unay not be unaf- 
fected by what is passing ou the general the- 
atre, a meeting of the representatives of the 
nation in both Louses of congress, has be- 
come more than Usuaily desirable, Coming 
from every section of our country, they 
bring with thea the sentiments and the in- 
formation ef the whole, und will be enabled 
to give a direction to the public affairs, 
which the will aud the wisdom of the whole 
wilhapprove and support.—la taking a view 
of she state of our country; we, in the first 
place, noice the late afliction of two of our 
Cities Under the tital tever, Which indatter 
umes has, Occusionally visited Our «shores. 
Fiveidence in his goodness gave it an early

,Ou Wednesday, the 8th inst. the remains of the laté rt hon. Horatio Viscount and Baron 
Nelson, K, B. Vice-Admiral of the White Squadron of his Majesty's Fleet, were conveved 
trom the Royal Hospital of Greenwich, where they had Jain in state, in thé Painted Hali, 


on the three precéding days, to thé Admiralty.

Letter from Lord, Hawkesbury, ta the 
Lords Lieutenants: of Counties, dated 
Whitehall, Dec. 31st. transmitted, to jis 
Majesty's Liewtenant of the Vest Itiding. 


My Lord;—Upon acareful. inspection 
of the number of mien raised in the respec- 
tive counties under the Additional Foree 
Act, it appears, that, out of the. Q1 counties, 
and places considered as counties, under the 
Militia Laws, of which Great Britain is com- 
posed, 3-fifths of the whole number of men 
raised by parish officers lave been furnished 
by ten coumtiesy and those on an average not 
peculiarly favowrablete the levy of men for 
military -seryice; that above 5-sixths of -the 
whole haye- been supplied by twenty coun- 
ties, and that of the remaining seventy-ove 
counties, twehty-one have not found ‘a ‘sin- 
gle man .by their-parish officers.~—It also
